U.S. SHIPPING POLICY 


Statement on Peacetime 
Plans 


PROBLEMS BEFORE NEW 
CHAIRMAN 


We have received the following state- 
ment on the peacetime plans for the 
United States Merchant Marine trom 
United States Information Service: 

Post-war operations of the Merchant 
Marine of the United States in a 
peacetime world currently are being 
given serious consideration hy the 
United ‘States Maritime Commission. 
Under the direction of its newly- 
appointed chairman, Vice-Admiral 
William Ward Smith, the Commission 
is faced with the problem of how best 
to utilise its huge war-built fleet and 
how large a United States merchant 
fleet of up-to-date ships will ply the 
shipping lanes in international com- 
merce, 

The Maritime Commission. created 
hy the Merchant Marine Act of 1936, 
to provide, if necessary, for national 
defence by having au adequate number 
of ships and trained seamen, helped to 
organise during the war a fleet for 
the United States that carried more 
ocean shipping than the fleets of the 
rest of the world combined. An 
organisation that expanded over 80 
times in four years must now cope 
with the present-day problems of 
establishing a post-war fleet. 

It is the aim of the United States 
Maritime Commission to have a strong, 
efficient and well-balanced post-war 
Merchant Marine. It will set up as 
a naval auxiliary if need be, but more 
important it will carry American pro- 
duce to the war-ravaged countries of 
the world and will return with mate- 
rials needed in the United States. 


PROPOSED ROUTES 

With the decrease in German and 
Japanese shipping, other nations are 
accepting the responsibility of moving 
world supplies to their destinations. 
Before the war United States ships 
carried only about 25 per cent. of 
American foreign trade. For the post- 
war period the Maritime Commission 
expects to double this amount. In 
order to cover the major trading 
regions of the world, 32 routes have 
been proposed for the American mer- 
chant fleet. Ten rontes will go to the 
ports of Europe, 11 to the American 
Republies, eight are proposed for the 
Pacific and Asiatic waters, and three 
for the African coast. To service these 
trade rontes it is recommended that 
fast. dependable ships, sailing fre- 
quently and regularly, be employed. 

When asked if all this would mean 
stiff competition with other seagoing 
nations, Vice-Admival Emory S. Land, 
former chairman of the Maritime Com- 
mission and War Shipping Adminis- 
trator, said: ** Competition, ves—but 
that is a healthful thing, if it does not 
degenerate into a throat-shtting 
affair, There is one fallacy in that 
whole line of argument. It assumes 
there is only so much trade in the 
world, and it will have to be sliced 
up. like a melon. Well, I do not believe 
that. I think we have got to work 
for lower tariffs and freer trade all 
over the world, so the total quantity 
of trade will increase. If that occurs, 
the whole world will be more pros- 
perous, and there will be a real need 
for all the fast modern shipping afloat 
in the world, including ours.” 

Many difficulties, however, are to be 
met and overcome before the American 
Merchant Marine assumes its place in 
world trade, Strikes have held up re- 
conversion of war-built cargo ships. 
Materials are searce for new ones. 
Many of the ships are still engaged in 
returning American troops, ‘ war 
brides “` and supplies to the United 
States. Despite the enormity of the 
task, shipping companies are alert and 
optimistic. The National Federation 
of American Shipping, which repre- 
sents abont 95 per cent, of all Ameri- 
can steamship owners, declared: ‘‘ To 
provide the United States with unsur- 
passed passenger and high-speed 
cargo-cartying service to all parts of 
the world, 11 of the nation’s largest 
steamship companies plan to obtain 89 


new passenger and  passenger-cargo 
combination ships of approximately 
1,200,000 tons gross. estimated to 
cost between #400,000.000 and 
$500,000.000."" According to the 
Federation, several of the vessels 


already are under construction and a 
number of others are scheduled for 
delivery this year. Speeds will range 
from 16 to 30 knots compared with a 
range of 12 to 22 knots in vessels prior 
to the war, The new ships will have 
a total carge-carrying capacity of more 
than 700,000 tons. providing a high- 
speed express cargo service from all 
ports of the United States. 


PLANS FOR NEW SHIPS 

At present, passenger ships, either 
reconyverted from troopships or newly 
built, are “ especially lacking.” So, 
too, are refrigeration vessels needed to 
carry perishables from one corner of 
the earth to another. To make up the 
deficiency, it has been proposed to 
order three ships with a speed of 27 
knots, which will cut the trip to Rio 
Janeiro from New York City to seven 
days. Such ships will carry over 500 
passengers and 400 tons of refrigerated 
freight as well as 2500 tons of dry 
cargo. Three ships are to he ordered 
for both the Méditerranean and the 
North Atlantic trade. and bids have 
been asked for the reconversion of two 
troopships for the Pacific. 

Plans for the new ships call for all 
the latest devices installed during the 


war--radar 
radar 
and tire-detecting apparatus. 
faster. more efficient service, cargo- 
handling gear carefully 
appraised and improvements sought. 
Handling cargo involves the greatest 
part of the total cost of carrying cargo 
at sea. By means of methods developed 
during the war. such as standardised 
packing, use of palets, 
trainloads of supplies, aud improved 
port loading and storage methods the 
United States expects to service cargo 
more quickly, conveniently and econo- 
mically. 

So that America’s merchant fleet 
may be both balanced and efficient it 
is considered important not only to 
build new ships but also to dispose of 
the war models wisely. Of the 5500 


aud loran (long-distance 
Vor 


is heing 


lightering 


ships built during the war up to 
December, 1945, about half are the 
slow. sturdy ‘ Liberty ” type. A war 


expedient, these ships turned the tide 
against the Axis and won munch re- 
spect, yet the Liberty type of vessel 
“is too slow to compete in peacetime 
trade, aecording to Admiral Land. 
Although it will be difficult to sell such 
ships, the Merchant Ship Sales Act of 
1946 offers an incentive for domestic 
and foreign buyers to rebuild their 
war- damaged fleets hy, purchasing the 
fast “ Victory ° and “ C-type ” ships 
for as little as 55 per cent. of their 
1941 cost. Tankers also are offered at 
a considerable saving. The Act was 
ratified by the United States Congress 
to encourage the retirement of obsolete 
vessels in exchange for more up-to-date 
models. The vessels can be purchased 
by paying annual instalments. 

However, Mr. James A. DeForce, an 
assistant director of the Maritime 
Commission, said before a large crowd 
in the first post-war Maritime Day 
celebration on May 22, which also saw 
the first National Marine Exposition 
to be held in the United States in more 
than a quarter of a century: ‘ There 
will he no mammoth bargain sales of 
Government property on a basis of high 
bidding, or first come, first served, as 
far as our ships are concerned. The 
philosophy of the Ship Sales Act is 
deeper than that. It is the statutory 
process for the orderly dispersal of 
Government property, which cost the 
taxpayers of this country many 
thousand millions of dollars, in a 
manner calculated not to upset the 
shipping industry, but to preserve the 
structure that has already approached 
fulfilment of the objective of the 1936 
(Merchant Marine) Act of building the 
merchant fleet to the proportions of a 
national asset and an important part, 
of the nation’s business structure," 


LAID-UP RESERVE 

Many of the remaining ships, 
amounting to about 20,000,000 tons, for 
which there are no markets, will be put 
in freshwater mooring basins for use as 
a reserve fleet. Over 500 vessels, 
mostly Libertys and Victorys, have 
already been put into this temporary 
reserve fleet. Many other ships will be 
so old or so slow or so badly damaged 
that it will be more economical to sell 
them for scrap than to preserve them. 

The American Merchant Marine was 
indispensable in war. Without it the 
United States could not have provided 
Russia, England, China, and other 
Allies with the food and material so 
necessary to victory; neither conld 
millions of Umited States troops and 
their supplies have heen delivered 
where and when they were needed. Tf 
American shipowners, planning to offer 
the public increasingly better ships as 
technological developments make such 
vessels possible, carry out their plans 
as completely as they did during the 
war, the future American Merchant 
Marine may easily be the safest, most 
dependable and finest on the high seas. 


PORT OF LONDON 


Maritime Traffic Returns 


The number of vessels using the Port 

London during the week ended 
Aug. 3 was 524. representing 538,933 
tons net (excluding certain vessels 
trading regularly with  coastwise 
ports), Of these, 240 vessels, of 355,122 
tons net, were to and from Empire 
and foreign ports. This represents 38 
per cent, of the traffic during the com- 
parable week of 1938, which was 579

vessels. of 922,021 tons net. Tast 
week’s coastwise trafic totalled 284 


vessels, of 188,811 tous net.

Among the changes made in the re- 
organisation of the Ministry of Civil 
Aviation is that the function of the 
chief inspector of accidents branch has 
been restored to the Ministry. The 
investigation of accidents will cover the 
requirements of the Air Ministry, the 
Admiralty, the War Office and the 
Ministry of Supply. The Ministry in- 
tends that investigation of accidents 
shall be made as rapidly as is consistent 
with a thorough investigation, and 
that, subject to security reasons, re- 
sults shall be made public as soon as 
possible.

BELFAST-LIVERPOOL SERVICE 


“Ulster Monarch ” Returns from 
War Duties 


From Our Own Correspondent 
BELFAST, Friday 
The motorship Ulster Munarch (3790 
tons gross) returned to the Belfast 
Steamship Company’s passenger ser- 
vice between Belfast and Liverpool 
to-day after an absence of nearly seven 
years on war duties, Requisitioned in 
August, 1939, she was used as a troop- 
ship until 1942, taking part in the 
campaign in Norway and the evacua- 
tion from France, She also took part 
in the movement of troops to Iceland 
and West Africa. She was commis- 
sioned under the White Ensign as an 
L.S.1. and was present at the landings 
near Oran and later in the spearhead 
of the invasions of Sicily and Salerno. 
While in the Mediterranean she was 
damaged by a bomh aft, 
The Ulster Monarch carried Cana- 


dian troops for the attack on Nor- 
mandy and made 83 more trips 


across the Channel before being trans- 
ferred to the Tilbury-Ostend shuttle 
service. During all the war the vessel 
covered 100.000 miles and carried 
20.000 troops. In September, 1945, she 
was taken in hand by her builders, 
Harland & Wolff, Ltd., Belfast, for 
reconditioning, and has now been com- 
pleted as a first-class passenger liner. 
New refrigerated cargo accommoda- 
tion has been provided, 

The Belfast-Liverpool service will 
now be carried on by the Ulster Prince 
and Fister Monarch, the Louth heing 
released to return to the Dublin-Liver- 
pool route. Of the Ulster Monarch's 
sister ships. the former UIster Prince 
was lost in the Mediterranean and the 
Ulster Queen is still under Naval 
control.

“THE THIN RED LINES” 


Cable and ets War 
Story 


Mr. Charles Graves bas written, the 
war history of Cable and Wireless. 
Ltd.. “The Thin Red Lines” (Stan- 
dard Art Book Company, Ltd., 5s.). 
The book, which is illustrated by 
photographs, tells the story of the 
10,000) men and women working in 
more shan TO countries and at sea 
who maintained communications over 
the 355,000-mile Imperial cable and 
wireless network. 

Mr. Graves lifts the veil from an 
aspect of the war that was hidden, from 
the public for security reasons, His 
book will be of personal interest to sea- 
farers who have met the cheerful, hos- 
pitahle cable men ashore and afloat in 
remote regions, and to whom the names 
of cable ships and islands recall 
friendly faces and happy occasions. 
Ships and the sea occupy a good deal 
of the author's space, 

On Sept. 3, 1939, the cable ship 
Cambria joined in the work of laying 
anti-U-hoat loops, a device enabling 
the approach of submarines to be 
detected. Later, the cable ship 
Retriever was chartered for laying 
loops. In 1940, when Ttaly declared 
war, two of the five Gibraltar-Malta 
cables were cut. In retaliation the 
Mirror cut all Italian cables to the 
west, including South America and 
Spain, within 24 hours of Italy 
entering the war. The cable ship 
Norseman cut another Italian cable. 
Then the enemy cut the third Gib- 
raltar-Malta eable, and in retaliation 
an Italian cable was div erted to Allied 
use by one of the company's cable ships. 

A chapter is given to the cable ships, 
of which the company owned seven at 
the beginning of the war: Cambria, 
Cable Enterprise, Norseman, Mirror, 
Lady Denison-Pender, Retriever and 
Reeorder. The company chartered 
some Post Office and other cable ships, 
including Alert and Marie Louise 
Mackay, and, when Denmark was 
invaded, secured the services of Pacific 
and Store Nord&ke, One of the finest 
jobs done by a cable ship was the 
diverting of 560 miles of Bombay-Aden 
cable to Muscat by the Recorder. 

The Retriever was sunk by hombs 
dropped by a single enemy aircraft, 
when she was off the Piraeus in April. 
1941. The Lady Denison-Pender sur- 
vived a sharp attack bhy a number of 
U-boats in the Atlantic, and operated 
in the Pacific as well as the Atlantic. 
The Cambria succeeded in picking up 
250 miles of Italian cable while the

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AGREEMENT WITH HUNGARY 


Removal of Trade Prohibitions 


The Treasury announce that a Pay- 


ments Agreement between H.M. 
Government and the Government of 
Hungary has been signed.

persons in Hungary will be removed to 
allow current transactions. Banking 
relations with Hungary will he opened, 
but for the time being will be restricted 
to accounts of the Hungarian National 
Bank with the Bank of England and a 
few other banks. These accounts will 
be sterling accounts, and all payments 
and receipts by persons in the United 


Kingdom transacting business with 
persons in Hungary under these 
arrangements will be in sterling. It is’ 


hoped to permit resumption of banking 
relations generally at an early date. 
Publication will shortly be made of 
the Orders necessary to render it law- 
ful to trade with Hungary, and to 
make and receive payments for goods

Miscellaneous Business 


By Our Own Correspondent 

THE BALTIC, Friday 
A fair miscellaneous business has 
been reported in the freight market, 
although there is little doubt that more 
fixtures ave being concluded than is 
generally admitted, particularly by 
some of the larger operators. Interest 
is still mainly centred in the United 
States coal trade, and further fixtures 
have been arranged to West Italy and 
North France at $1 under the W.S.A.

The River Plate trade is quiet, 
although charterers are still open for 
West Italy, the Continent and Eire. 
September tonnage is wanted for rice 
from Brazil to India or Ceylon, and 
for October there is an inquiry for 
heans to Malaya. 

In the North American section there 
is a maintenance of the demand for 
coal carriers from the Northern Range, 
and another American vessel has been 

taken for two trips to West Italy at 
$1 below the schedule, and $11. 15 has 
been paid to North France. which is 
also $1 below the schedule. Two 
American vessely are reported to have 
been done to Rio Janeiro at $10, which 
is below the rate recently indicated in 
this market,

WASHINGTON, friday 

Ten foreign Governments and private 
interests in 23 foreign countries have 
applied for the more than 700 United 
States merchant vessels built during 
the war now considered surplus, the 
United States Maritime Commission 
disclosed last night.

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“DAR POMORZA ” AT 
SOUTHAMPTON 


Polish Cadets’ Display 


From Our Own Correspondent 
SOUTHAMPTON, Friday 

The highly efficient training which 
Polish sea cadets receive in the Polish 
auxiliary sailing ship Dar Pomorza 
(1561 tons gross), was demonstrated 
during a Press visit to the vessel at 
Southampton yesterday. The ship 
reached Southampton on Wednesday 
on her first training run since the end 
of the war, during which she was 
interned in Sweden. Because of un- 
favourable weather she had to use her 
diesel engines for most of the passage. 
She is due to leave on Sunday for 
Gibraltar and Marseilles. Later she 
will visit Portsmouth, 

Run by the State College at Gdynia, 
Dar Pomorza carries a crew of 32, and 
on this voyage she has 183 cadets aged 
between, 16 aud 25. Normally the 
maximum age limit is 20, but becanse 
of difficulties which resulted from the 
war the age was extended by five 
years. During their four years at the 
college the cadets spend six months at 
sea in Dar Pomorza for navigation 
aud seamanship instruction, and act 
as crew. There were 1000 applicants 
for entry to the college this year, but 
only 180 could be accepted. 

The cadets showed their efficiency 
when they climbed to the cross irons on 
one of the 150 ft. masts and rigged the 
yards. The master of the Dar Pomorza 
is Captain iS. Gorazdowski, who served 
in the ship as a cadet in 1929, and was 
later an officer in the vessel for five 
years. Built as a training ship in 1909 
hy Blohm & Voss, Hamburg, the Dar 
Pomorza was formerly the Prinzess 
Kitel Friedrich, After the 1914-18 war 
she was taken over by Britain under 
the reparations scheme, and in 1925 
was sold to a French owner. who 
intended to convert her to a yacht. 
Tn 1929, when she was lying in a poor 
state at Sb. Nazaire, the people of 
Pomerania bought her hy publie snb- 
scription and presented her to the 
State College. Her name means 
u“ Pomerania’s Gift.” As a Polish train- 
ing ship she has been twice round the 
world, At a {uncheon given hy the 
Polish Embassy after the visit Lieut.- 
Commander J. F. Bumpstead, repre- 
senting the Admiral Commanding Re- 
serves Sea Cadet Corns, congratulated 
Poland on having such aw onderful ship 
for training boys who would he the sea- 
men of the future. 


AMERICA’ S TRADE WITH EUROPE 


Another Service Reopened 


The Black Diamond Lines, of New 
York. have reopened their regular 
weekly service between New York, 


Boston, Philadelphia and Norfolk w ith 
Rotterdam. Fast cargo steamers of 
a speed of 18 knots are being em- 
ployed. The first steamer on this 
service, the Union Victory, arrived at 
Rotterdam on July 25 after a crossing 
of 7 days 15 hours, and she will be 
followed by-the West Linn Vietory, 
Oglethorpe Vietory and Czechoslovakia 
Vietory, together constituting the fleet 


of the Black Diamond Finos for the 
time being. 
These ships are provided with all- 


electric loading and unloading gear, 
and are able to handle heavy goods up 
to a maximum weight of 50 tons. A 
limited space for refrigerated cargo is 
available, together with accommoda- 
tion for 12 passengers. The Black 
Diamond Lines intend to replace these 
steamers by more modern ships, which 
will be specially equipped for the trans- 
port of oil in bulk (both edible and 
mineral), motor cars and a larger 
quantity of refrigerated cargo 


Special Market Reports

CARDIFF 


Tuqniry still comes in freely from all 
directions, but there is little coal avail- 
able. When work is resumed at the pits. 
outputs for some time will be largely 
taken up by heavy contracts already 
held; inland customers’ needs form the 
bulk of these orders and. foreign export 
is limited to small allocations of the 
very cheapest classes. Cokes are busy 
and scarce, and patent fuel is well sold 
forward, 


SWANSEA 


Collieries remain closed, and anthra- 
cites for the most part are unobtainable 
for early delivery. Washed beans have 
a good deal of attention, and any free 
oddments find immediate outlet. 
Screened cobbles are in well sustained 
request for household purposes, while 
the cheaper big veins are so comfort- 
ably booked that the upper graded 
machine-mades are more readily taken 
up for land sale, maintaining former 
schedules. Dry steam smalls are firmly 
held, Semi-hituminous classes are 
scarce owing to heavy requirements of 
local industries. Gas coal is practically 
unobtainable. 


NEWCASTLE 


The bunker supply position at North- 
east coast ports continues acute and is 
causing some dislocation in normal 
shipping movement. Any class of coal 
would be welcome, and even open cast 
varieties would be readily taken up. 
Other sections of the market also dis- 
play an extremely firm tone. Coast- 
wise tonnage is in good supply. 


HULL 


Ready demand still cirenlates for all 
fuel. but the supply position is exceed- 
ingly difficult. Consumption by leading 
industries. railway, gas and electricity 
services is very heavy. while most of 
these users are also anxious to build up 
their stocks. General trading abroad 
is impossible, There is a good inquiry 
for bunkers at all docks. 


MERSEY 


There is no change in the bunker 
position, and supplies are still short. 
Shippers are pressing collieries for full 
tonnage and, with several pits still on 
holiday. directions are taking place for 
industrial concerns. The coastwise 
section moves away steadily with a 
good forward inquiry for all classes of 
house coal. Gas coke has received 
better attention for inland purposes. 
There is no change in the export posi- 
tien. Foundry eoke is easy at late 
values. 


GLASGOW 


Navigation bunkers continue in good 
demand. but collieries are able to meet 
the present position. Sized fuels are in 
short supply, but with the bull going 
to utilities, little is available for other 
classes of consumer, and dross is widely 
used in substitution. Inferior grades of 
coal are moving off fairly well in export 
shipments. Cokes are fairly well placed, 
but gas coke continues an easy feature. 
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TRANS-JORDAN PIPELINE 


Concession Granted 
AMMAN, TRANS-JORDAN, Friday 
A concession for a pipeline from 

Saudi Arahia to cross Trans-Jordan 
territory was granted yesterday to the 


American-owned Trans-Arabian Pipe- 
line Company by the Trans-Jordan 
Government. The convention was 


signed on behalf of Trans-Jordan by 


Ibrahim Pasha Hashim, the Prime 
Minister, and on. behalf of the company 
by Mr. William Lenahan, representa- 


tive of the Trans-Arabian Pipeline 
Company. 

The Convention assures the Trans- 
Arabian Pipeline Company an outlet 
to the Mediterranean for its Sandi 
Arabian oil by the most direct route. 
Mr. Lenahan's successful negotiations 
are regarded here as opening a very 
important epoch for the Middle Kast 
countries concerned. The Trans- 
Arabian, Pipeline Company is jointly 
owned by the Standard Oil Company 
of California and the Texas Oil Com- 
pany. When constructed the pipeline 
would run from the Persian Gulf across 
Arabia to Palestine, its total length 
being about 1000 miles, Tt is planned 
to lay a 24-in, wide pipe. which could 
carry as much as 15,000,000 tons of oil 
a year.—Reuter. 
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JAPANESE TO RESUME WHALING 
TOKYO, Friday 


Japanese fishermen will be allowed 
to go whaling again off the Antarctic 
continent, next December to help to 
alleviate the world shortage of fats, 
oils and protein foods. General Douglas 
MacArthur, Supreme Allied Com- 
mander in Japan, has issued a directive 
authorising a fleet of two factory ships, 
12 whalers and seven carrier vessels 
to make the 6000-mile trip to the Ant- 
arctic,, where the whaling season lasts 
from December to March. Whale meats 
and blubber wiil be used to feed Japan, 
while the oils produced will be distri- 
buted among the needy countries by 
the International Emergency Food 
Council —Reuter.
